The  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  will  occur  September  17,  19 14. 
The  Synod  of  Missouri  stands  adjourned  to  meet  at 
Marshall,  Mo.,  October  14.  The  Woman  s  Synodical 
Missionary  Society  will  convene  at  the  same  time  and 
place.  The  Synod  has  officially  set  apart  the  third  day 
of  its  meeting,  Friday,  Octocer  16,  for  the  celebration 
of  the  Quarter-Centennial  of  the  College.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Synod,  Board  of  Trustees,  faculty, 
alumni,  students  and  citizens  will  have  appropriate 
parts  in  these  exercises.  A  cordial  invitation  to  be 
present  is  extended  to  the  general  public. 
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During  the  session  of  Missouri  Synod  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.  A.  and  also  during  the  Women's 
Missionary  meeting,  Presbyterians  will  be  in  Marshall 
in  great  numbers,  interesting  spectators  of  what  has 
been  achieved  in  twenty-five  years  and  to  share  in  the 
jubilation,  the  expectation,  and  the  prognostication. 
There  will  be  a  few  of  the  Alumni  of  Chapel  Hill  Col- 
lege, more'of  the  Alumni  of  McGee  College,  and  more 
still  of  the  Alumni  of  Missouri  Valley  College  here  to 
help  celebrate.  It  will  be  a  memorable  time.  Put  it 
down  on  your  calendar  to  spend  that  day  in  Marshall. 
The  Governor  of  the  State  has  promised  to  arrange  his 
schedule  so  as  to  be  here  to  help  celebrate;  many  inter- 
esting speakers  will  be  heard  on  the  platform  that  day, 
among  them  Governor  Major;  men  from  in  the  state 
and  out  of  the  state  will  speak.  The  music  will  be 
notable  and  inspiring.  October  1 6th  will  be  a  day  long 
to  be  remembered. 


Commencement,    1914 


Commencement  week  was  a  week  of  splendid  achieve- 
ment; musical,  literary  and  spiritual.  The  musical 
events  were  the  graduating  concert  of  Miss  Bess  Whar- 
ton in  StewTart  Chapel  May  29,  in  which  she  acquitted 
herself  splendidly  on  the  piano,  and  was  ably  assisted 
by  the  singing  of  Miss  Ella  Robbins  Black  with  the 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Music  playing  the  accompaniment 
for  the  vocal  numbers.  On  Saturday  night  the  annual 
concert  by  the  School  of  Music  under  the  administra- 
tion of  Dean  Fichthorn  and  Prof.  Vawter,  and  in  which 
many  persons  took  part  representing  piano  work,  voice 
work,  violin  work  and  pipe  organ,  made  a  strong  pro- 
gram. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  May  31st,  came  the  baccalaure- 
ate sermon  preached  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Worley,  D.D.,  of 
Matsuyama,  Japan,  which  was  a  strong,  practical  and 
helpful  sermon. 

On  Monday  night  June  1st,  Miss  Charlotte  Bohn, 
assisted  by  Dean  Fichthorn  as  vocalist,  and  Miss 
Marguerite  Bohn  as  accompanist,  gave  her  graduating 
recital  in  which  the  peculiar  gifts  of  Miss  Charlotte 
were  exhibited  to  advantage. 

On  the  night  of  June  2nd,  were  the  graduating  exer- 
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cises  of  the  senior  academy.  The  address  of  the  even- 
ing was  given  by  Arthur  Downs,  the  editor  of  the 
Progress  and  an  Alumnus  of  Missouri  Valley  College; 
the  address  was  unique,  strong  and  helpful.  Various 
parts  were  taken  in  the  program  by  the  members  of 
the  class;  Bessie  Williams,  Willanna  Holmes  and 
Howard  Talbott  sang  and  June  K.  King,  Jr.,  introduced 
the  speaker  of  the  evening. 

On  Wednesday  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and  did  a 
full  day's  hard  work  for  Missouri  Valley  College. 
The  Board  works  in  the  privacy  of  their  room  in  Stew- 
art Chapel,  but  does  things  of  vast  concern  to  the  in- 
stitution, its  patrons  and  friends. 

On  Wednesday  at  11:00  a.m.  at  the  final  chapel 
services  came  the  Junior  Stunt  which  is  getting  to  be 
an  annual  affair  and  represents  a  good  deal  of  hard 
work  and  is  immensely  popular  among  the  students. 
It  consists  of  a  "  take  off"  on  the  senior  class,  the  Juniors 
mimicking  and  caricaturing  the  foibles,  frailties,  and 
ideosyncracies  of  the  seniors.  This  is  a  practice  that 
has  gradually  grown  up  until  it  has  fixed  itself  as  one 
of  the  events  of  commencement  week.  The  Juniors 
this  year  show  the  seniors  how  they  appear  to  others, 
next  year  a  new  set  of  Juniors  will  show  this  set  of 
Juniors  a  similar  situation  and  so  the  course  of  college 
life  will  run  on. 

On  Wednesday  night  of  June  3rd  the  operetta 
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'Sylvia"  was  rendered  to  a  large  and  appreciative 
audience.  There  was  a  large  number  in  the  cast  of 
characters  and  it  was  a  charming  entertainment.  This 
is  always  regarded  as  one  of  the  great  events  of  the  year; 
the  Wednesday  night  musical  or  dramatic  entertain- 
ment is  usually  under  the  auspices  of  the  Alumni 
Association. 

On  Thursday,  June  4th,  three  remarkable  things  hap- 
pened; first,  Shailer  Mathews  of  Chicago,  the  President 
of  the  Federation  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America, 
delivered  a  remarkable  and  highly  appreciated  address 
to  a  fine  audience.  Secondly,  the  class  of  1914  were 
graduated,  received  the  decoration  of  the  bachelor's 
hood  and  their  commissions  from  the  President,  repre- 
senting the  Board  of  Trustees.  And  thirdly,  with  a 
fine  body  of  Masons  present  for  the  purpose,  under  a 
splendid  escort  of  Knights  Templar,  the  Grand  Master's 
function  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  Louisa  Campbell 
Girls'  Dormitory  was  performed.  Dr.  C.  H.  Briggs 
acted  as  Deputy  Grand  Master,  which  means  that  the 
stone  was  laid  with  beautiful  ceremony  and  impressive 
address.  The  day  was  beautiful  and  all  of  the  events 
inspiring.  The  students  went  home  from  their  com- 
mencement this  year  with  a  new  vision  of  the  possibili- 
ties for  Missouri  Valley  College. 

On  commencement  day  the  honorary  degree  of  Doc- 
tor  of   Divinity   was   conferred   on   Rev.   John    Cobb 
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Worley    of    Matsuyama,    Japan,    who    graduated    at 
Missouri  Valley  College  just  twenty  years  ago. 

The  class  of  1914  will  be  disposed  of  next  year  as 
follows: — Mary  Elizabeth  Dean,  Irma  Theresa  Klinger, 
Florence  Patterson,  Katharine  Sue  Penick,  Burney 
Rice  and  Georgia  Williams  will  all  teach  in  the  Public 
Schools  and  all  have  schools  engaged.  Carl  Duncan 
will  go  into  the  banking  business.  Theron  Holmes 
will  possibly  teach.  Joseph  E.  Tope  will  be  in  Theolog- 
ical Seminary.  Wm.  Lockridge  who  is  now  in  the 
University  of  Chicago  for  the  summer,  will  be  a  member 
of  the  academy  faculty  of  Missouri  Valley  College. 
Miss  Bess  Wharton  and  Miss  Charlotte  Bohn  will 
probably  teach  music. 


New  Teachers  for  Next  Year 


Wm.  I.  Ferguson  who  graduated  in  '97,  and  who  has 
recently  been  the  Director  of  Morrison  Observatory 
at  Glasgow,  Mo.,  and  a  teacher  in  Pritchett  Institute, 
will  teach  Astronomy  and  Surveying  in  Missouri 
Valley  College.  He  substituted  for  Dr.  McGlumphy 
during  the  last  year  of  Doctor's  life  and  does  not  come 
to  Missouri  Valley  therefore  without  experience,  not 
only  as  one  of  its  gifted  students,  but  who  had  already 
worked  on  its  faculty.  It  is  mentioned  above  that  W. 
Y.  Lockridge  of  the  present  class  will  be  a  teacher  in 
the  academy  in  the  department  of  Mathematics. 
Correspondence  is  about  completed  for  securing  a 
teacher  of  Expression  for  next  year.  The  teacher  will 
be  a  lady  of  superior  accomplishments  and  will  be  a 
valuable  acquisition  to  the  institution.  Later:  Miss 
Barbara  Stofer,  A.B.,  of  Belleville,  Ohio,  a  graduate  of 
Otterbein  University  and  also  of  the  Cumnock  School 
of  Expression,  Northwestern  University,  is  engaged 
for  this  work.  She  is  a  Presbyterian  and  was  received 
into  the  church  by  Laurence  Bone,  '04.  Professor 
Roy  M.  Peterson,  Ph.D.,  who  has  been  the  Latin 
teacher  in  such  an  acceptable  way  for  the  past  two 
years  will  leave  us  because  of  the    re-organization  of 
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our  work.  He  has  been  a  quiet,  efficient  and  scholarly 
teacher  in  his  department.  The  good  will  of  the  faculty 
and  students  follow  him  to  his  new  field  wherever  it 
may  be.

As  we  write  the  third  floor  joists  are  being  put  in 
position  in  the  new  dormitory  and  things  are  moving 
swiftly  toward  the  realization  of  the  plan  for  a  new 
building  ready  for  use  at  the  opening  in  September. 
The  dormitory  is  beautiful;  complete  and  ideal  so  far 
as  its  conveniences  are  concerned.  There  will  be 
nothing  lacking  that  a  dormitory  should  have  to  make 
young  ladies  comfortable.  Mrs.  Helen  B.  Coulson, 
who  has  had  several  years  of  experience  in  the  manage- 
ment of  school  dormitories,  has  been  secured  as  Su- 
perintendent of  Louisa  Campbell  dormitory.  She  is 
accomplished,  practical  and  helpful;  the  girls  will  be 
fortunate  in  her  friendship  and  influence. 

The  price  of  board  and  room  in  the  girls'  dormitory, 
two  in  a  room,  each  having  a  single  bed  will  be  $54.00, 
quarterly  in  advance.  $10.00,  cash  deposits  are  re- 
quired to  hold  a  room  for  each  girl.  This  amount  will 
be  credited  on  the  boarding  account  at  the  beginning 
of  the  quarter.  Two-thirds  of  the  rooms  in  the  new  dor- 
mitory are  already  taken.     The  rooms  are  large  with 
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wide  windows,  all  screened,  hot  and  cold  water  and 
stationary  washstands  in  each  room,  large  clothes  closet, 
plenty  of  baths,  toilets  and  all  conveniences,  incline 
planes  instead  of  stairways  making  it  easier  on  the 
girls,  beautiful  parlor  and  library  room,  steam  heat, 
laundry,  etc.  This  will  be  the  model  girls'  dormitory 
of  the  state  of  Missouri. 


Summer  Quarter 


The  summer  quarter  has  the  usual  attendance  which 
is  not  large  but  is  doing  efficient  work.  This  device 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  enables  most  of  our  gradu- 
ates to  finish  their  work  in  three  years,  thus  saving 
them  a  full  year  of  their  lives.

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Tuition
